knowledge thereof tothe King our good bzother by our Ambaſladour there reſident, hoping thereby both that 
our Dubiectesdamnified ſhall be relieued, and the Kings Officers refuſing to giue Julkice , chall be chaſtiſed 
and corrected, the like whereof vpon complaint ol any Scottiſh men againſt our Dubiects0z our wardens, 
weminde toſee ſeuerely redzeſled, 

And though this pzeſent oꝛder now giuen by theſe our mutuall Pꝛoclamations, may by good likelihood 
ſtay any further diſozders from this time fozward, yet conſidering the multitude of offences, that haue beene 
committed by the Scots, againſt our Subiects, ts ſo great and lamentable fo; our Dublects to ſuffer, either 
bnred:efſed (as farre fooꝛth as the ſame may be) oꝛ vnreuenged,as might haue beene, it our ſubiectes hadnot 
beene pꝛohibited to ſeeke the ſame by fozce: Pet we would haue our ſubiects that haue beene ſo iniured with: 
out redꝛeſſe, to vnderſtand that as the king of Scots offereth to haue Commiſſioners authoztizedfoz his part 
to repaire to the Boꝛders, to meete with ſome to be appointed by vs, amicably and peaceably to heare the 
complaints both of ours and his ſubiects,and to giue ſpeedy redꝛeſſe and ſatiſfaction , accozding to the lawes 


all juſtice and continuance of peace: ſo alſo we meane therein to doe the like, a to make choiſe of ſome ſpectall 
men ol knowledge a good diſpoſition to peace, to repaire to the Frontiers, and there toiopne with ſuch as the 
Ring of Scots ſhall appoint foz his part: tdilling and commaunding our Wardens and other our Officers 
inthe meane time, to cauſe all perſons our ſubiects, hauing iuſt cauſe of complaint, and that haue had no re⸗ 
dꝛeſſe, to make ready their complaints in waiting, with the due pꝛooles thereof, to be deliuered to our ſeuerall 
Wardens, whereby the ſame may be in moꝛe readineſſe, to be heard and oꝛdered mutually by our ſaid Com- 
miſſionerg. And this our commandement and determination wee will and command our Wardens to cauſe 
to be publiſhed in all places publike within their Offices,and likewiſe to gue knowledge thereof to the War⸗ 
dens oppoſite of Scotland. and other publike Officers vpon the Scottiſh Frontiers, thereby to moue them 
to be coꝛreſpondent in their actions, agreeable to this common determination of vs and the King our good
